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AUGUST  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.03 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  August  1964,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $4.03  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3 <,5%.  A butterfat  differential 
of  7.1  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary 
above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject 
to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized 
hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the  minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on 
page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $4=03  price  for  August  1964,  is  10  cents  above  the  July  1964  price, 
and  3 cents  above  the  August  1963  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  20,828,854  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  August  1964,  of  which  15,651,115  pounds  or  75.1%,  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  was  down  5 ..5X  from  July  1964.  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  4.6%  from  July  1964. 

SEPTEMBER  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.35 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  August  basic  formula  price  of  $3.15  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  September. 

This  price  of  $4.35  is  three  cents  more  than  the  August  Class  I price. 

ORDER  NO.  47  PRODUCER  MILK  DEFINITION  AMENDED 

An  order  was  issued  by  the  USDA  on  August  25,  1964,  amending  §1047.14 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  as  it  applied  to  the  diversion  of  milk  to  non-pool 
plants  during  the  months  of  September  through  December  of  each  year.  A 
handler  will  have  the  option  of  diverting  milk  of  its  individual  producers 
on  one-half  of  the  days  of  production  each  month  or  he  may  divert  an  aggregate 
quantity  not  to  exceed  35  percent  of  the  milk  of  all  his  producers.  Over 
diversion  in  either  case  would  not  be  producer  milk,  and  the  handler  consequently 
would  not  receive  a pool  credit  for  paying  the  market  uniform  price  for  such  milk. 

HEARINGS  ON  FORT  WAYNE  ORDER  AMENDMENTS 

Two  hearings  have  been  announced  to  consider  proposals  to  amend  provisions 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order.  These  hearings  will  be  held  at  the  Marott  Hotel, 

2625  North  Meridian  Street,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  on  September  24,  1964. 

The  first  hearing,  to  open  at  9:30  a.m,  local  time,  will  consider 
proposals  affecting  both  the  Indianapolis  and  Fort  Wayne  Orders.  These 
proposals  are:  1)  Continue  and  maintain  the  present  Class  I price  differentials, 

2)  Provide  a common  supply-demand  formula,  and  3)  Review  the  handler 
butterfat  differentials. 

The  second  hearing,  to  open  at  1:30  p.m.,  will  consider  a proposal  to 
eliminate  sour  cream  from  the  fluid  milk  definition  of  the  Fort  Wayne  order. 

The  first  hearing  will  be  recessed,  if  necessary,  to  permit  this  hearing  to 
open  on  time .
